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Controversial bin scheme ready to be rolled out

More than 50,000 new wheelie 
bins are poised and ready for 
action, with major changes to 
Kingston’s refuse and recycling 
collection beginning in earnest 
next week. 

The bins, currently sitting at the 
Villiers Road tip along with new re¬ 
cycling containers, will be trucked 
out across the borough over the 
next 10 weeks. 

The controversial refuse scheme 
will see weekly recycling collection 
and fortnightly residual waste col¬ 
lection, in a bid to cut the amount of 
waste sent to landfill. The aim is to 
increase Kingston’s recycling rates 
from 24 to 48 per cent. 

Letters and a 24-page information 
booklet will be sent to all house¬ 
holds explaining the changes and 
when each container will be collect¬ 
ed.

The first collections, which are 
being phased in according to collec¬ 
tions crews’ routes, will be on Mon¬ 
day, September 29. 

More than 5,500 households are 
part of the first phase. 

Rob Dickson, director of environ¬ 
ment and sustainability at 
Kingston Council said he was confi¬ 
dent that the “meticulous planning 
and preparation” would minimise 
any “teething problems” with the 
new scheme. 

Leader of Kingston Council, 
Councillor Derek Osbourne, said 
the changes were “momentous”. 

He said the scheme would make it 
more difficult for people wanting to 
throw everything in the rubbish 
but that it was the right course of 


action to make Kingston an envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly borough. 

He said: “The new collection ser¬ 
vice marks a sweeping change in 
the way we deal with our rubbish. 

“There are well-known environ¬ 
mental implications of sending our 
rubbish to landfill sites. It is also 
cheaper for council tax payers to 
reuse, recycle and compost their 
rubbish rather than burying it in 
the ground.” 

Residents have already expressed 
concern that the new service will 
not be up to scratch. 

They described hour-long queues 
last week at the Villiers Road tip as 
the “tip of the iceberg” of problems 
which could arise when people only 
have fortnightly rubbish collec¬ 
tions. 

Conservative leader Councillor 
Howard Jones presented a 5,000- 


strong petition to the executive in 
July to try to save weekly rubbish 
collections. He said he was “as¬ 
tounded” at the strength of feeling 
against the proposals. 

He said: “Our message is simple: 
collect rubbish, recycle weekly, and 
don’t ignore almost 5,500 people 
who took the time to sign a real pe¬ 
tition. We pay the highest council 
tax in London. Listen to residents 
when they deliver real petitions.” 

Kingston Council has organised a 
series of roadshows between 
September and November, where 
residents can get more information 
on the scheme.

Boozed-up drinkers who get 
violent will be barred for up to 
12 months from pubs across 
Kingston town centre under a 
new scheme designed to 
reduce violent crimes. 

Anyone who commitsassault, 
criminal damage or carries a 
weapon will have their photo 
circulated around the licensed 
premises by Pubwatch, on top 
of getting prosecuted by 
police. 

The initiative, dubbed Be¬ 
have or Be Banned (Bobb), was 
launched at Oceana nightclub 
last Wednesday and will see 
bans issued for between six 
and 12 months. 

Breaches could lead to anti¬ 
social behaviour orders if peo¬ 
ple ignore their banned status. 

Last month, the Kingston 
Guardian revealed that police 
officers handed out 414 fines 
for drunken and disorderly be¬ 
haviour on the streets of the 
borough last year.

team, said: “The message is 
very simple, a night in the cells 
at Kingston as a result of 
violent behaviour will not only 
get you a criminal record, it 
will now result in you being 
banned from the town’s pubs 
as well.” 

Ian Taylorson, chairman of 


Kingston’s town centre Pub- 
watch, said: “We have been 
working with the police and 
local authorities to set this 
scheme up over the past two 
years. 

“I visited an area which 
operates Bobb with Inspector 
Hagley and Mick Newbury 


from Kingston police six 
months ago. I saw first hand 
the improvements that it had 
made to the town centre’s 
licensed venues.”

The fire is believed to have 
started when construction wor¬ 
kers used a blow torch in the 
lift’s motor room and the timber 
floorboards caught alight. 

The workmen tried to use a 
fire extinguisher to tackle the

He said: “Only senior people 
can use blow torches. They 
don’t just give them to anyone 
and you have to have a certifi¬ 
cate. 

“I’ve been working in the 
building trade for 10 years and 
it’s the first fire I’ve witnessed.” 


The fire brigade got more than 
60 calls from people who saw the 
smoke at about 11am and one 
fire engine was sent to another 
Travelodge in nearby Old Lon¬ 
don Road. 

Travelodge bosses said people 
were able to return just a few 
hours later. 

No delays are expected on the 
construction of the 102-bed¬ 
room hotel, which is due to be 
finished in May 2009.

Hide keys 
to prevent 
‘fishing’ 

Kingston residents are being 
warned to protect their 
homes from “key fishing” at¬ 
tacks, after a thief struck a 
home in New Malden, on 
September 10. 

The latest in a string of sim¬ 
ilar thefts was reported to po¬ 
lice by the stunned occupants 
of a Malden Hill home, after 
they woke to discover their 
Lexus 4x4 had been stolen 
from the driveway. 

Police believe the thief used 
a tool to retrieve the car keys, 
which were on a shelf near 
the doorway in full view of 
the letterbox, before letting 
himself into the vehicle and 
driving it away. 

The crime is the sixth simi¬ 
lar attack reported in the bor¬ 
ough in as many months, and 
has caused police to remind 
residents not to leave keys in 
plain sight of their letterbox¬ 
es. 

Kingston Chief Inspector 
Cliff Law said: “There ap¬ 
pears to be a growing number 
of instances where this type 
of method is used by thieves 
who, with little effort on their 
part, obtain house or car keys 
left within reach of a letter¬ 
box, or open window, and are 
then free to make off with 
high-value property.”

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Prolific shoplifter 
banned from town 


A prolific shoplifter, who made retailers’ 
lives a misery, has been slapped with a 
two-year antisocial behaviour order 
(Asbo) and banned from Kingston town 
centre shops for two years. 

Christopher Hedges, 36, from The Re¬ 
treat, Surbiton, is already serving a 
seven-month sentence for theft, but faces 
a further custodial sentence if he enters 
any town centre shop which is part of 
the Kingston Businesses Against Crime 
Network (KBAC). 

Kingstonfirst and Kingston police 
jointly applied for the Asbo after Hedges 
was caught shoplifting in Clarence 
Street on August 18. 

The Asbo was granted on September 
16. 

Kingston police said Hedges would 
often become aggressive when appre¬ 
hended by officers for shoplifting and 
had caused a significant amount of crim¬ 
inal damage to police cells while in cus¬ 
tody.

Should YMCA 
smoking ban 
be reversed? 


The YMCA in Surbiton should have an 
exemption to the smoking ban to stop 
residents spilling out on to the street, 
it was claimed last week. 

The idea arose at a meeting of 
Kingston Council’s housing depart¬ 
ment, Surbiton businesses and YMCA 
bosses, who were responding to com¬ 
plaints about the hostel on an online 
forum. 

Contributors on Surbiton.com said 
they felt intimidated passing by the 
121-bedroom hostel in Victoria Road, 
forcing MP Edward Davey and local 
councillors to take action. 

But centre manager Paul Coates said 
afterwards that seeking to make an ex¬ 
ception to the smoking ban - like some 
psychiatric hospitals, retirement 
homes and prisons do - “was not real¬ 
istic”. 

He added: “I don’t think we can 
change the law.” 

A public meeting at the YMCA in Oc¬ 
tober is being arranged for residents 
to raise their concerns. The date will 
be confirmed next week.

Physiotherapist runner dies 
‘out of the blue’ after race 


A runner who collapsed and died 
after completing a half-marathon 
was a physiotherapist who dreamed 
of working for a top football or 
rugby club, according to his family. 

Ralph Murwill, 28, fell shortly 
after crossing the finish line of the 
13.1 mile (21km) Robin Hood Festival 
of Running in Nottingham last Sun¬ 
day 

His brother Phil, 26, speaking from 
the family home in Kingston, was 
running with Ralph and two other 
close friends. 

“I passed him after seven miles 
and he looked over to give me a wink

as if to say ‘go on, do well’ and that 
was the last time I saw him,” he said. 

“We had arranged to meet at a cer¬ 
tain point after the race and he did¬ 
n’t turn up after half-an-hour so I 
started to think something was 
wrong. 

“Everyone is devastated and shat¬ 
tered by the whole thing. It was to¬ 
tally out of the blue.” 

He ran the race in 1 hour 51 min¬ 
utes, crossing the line just 10 min¬ 
utes after his younger brother, who 


described him as “a very generous 
guy and a really good friend to lots of 
people”. 

“We have been inundated with 
messages from his friends,” he 
added. 

Mr Murwill grew up in Kingston 
with his two younger sisters and two 
younger brothers, attending St 
James in Twickenham before going 
to university and then settling in 
east London with his girlfriend. 

He was at Kingstonian Football 
Club for a couple of seasons between 
2002 and 2003, working as a physio¬ 
therapist under manager Steve Sed- 


gley and his then-assistant, Kim 
Harris. 

Mr Harris said: “He was a lovely 
boy. He came on work experience 
and ended up staying. 

“He couldn’t do enough to help 
you. 

“He just wanted to get on with the 
physio game. That is a tragedy.” 

The family have been delayed from 
organising a funeral until the re¬ 
sults of the postmortem examina¬ 
tion.

Boris backs 
re-zoning 
of stations 

The Mayor of London has 
promised to take a financial 
hit if Kingston and Surbiton 
stations are rezoned, it 
emerged last week. 

Speaking at the Mayor of 
London’s Question Time, 
Boris Johnson said he had no 
formal powers to re-zone the 
stations from zone six to zone 
five, and urged commuters to 
put more pressure on South 
West Trains (SWT). 

Both stations are only 12 
miles from central London, 
much closer than the average 
distance for zone five sta¬ 
tions. 

Mr Johnson said: “There 
would be some loss of rev¬ 
enue to the Tube and buses if 
travel cards from Surbiton 
and Kingston were rezoned. 

“However, in the event of a 
rezoning proposal coming 
forward from SWT for my ap¬ 
proval, I shall be happy to 
give it my consent without 
seeking any compensation 
from either SWT or the Sec¬ 
retary of State.” 

In July, Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP Edward Davey at¬ 
tacked Mr Johnson for 
“broken promises”, after he 
failed to arrange a meeting 
to discuss the rezoning. 

He said: “This is excellent 
news for us and we’re de¬ 
lighted about this. It’s a step 
for us and what we have been 
trying to achieve for a long 
time. 

“The people who have some 
power on this are both Trans¬ 
port for London and SWT. He 
does have some real influ¬ 
ence on this.”

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No MRSA at hospital 


Kingston Hospital has been con¬ 
firmed as one of the country’s most 
hygienic hospitals, after scooping a 
unique double of accolades.

Trust asks for time to decide future 


The timetable has slipped for a mental 
health trust which serves Kingston to seek 
greater independence from the NHS. 

South West London and St George’s Men¬ 
tal Health Trust said it needed more time to 
consider the impact changing to a founda¬ 
tion trust would have on its 100 properties. 

So far, Sir Trevor McDonald, Andrew 
Marr and Jo Brand are among the names to 
back the trust’s bid for foundation status. 

But the formal application to the Depart¬ 
ment of Health will now be made in early 
2009, with the hope of semi-independence 
from the NHS in the summer. 

Describing the benefits of foundation sta¬ 
tus, chief executive Peter Houghton said: 
“If we generate a surplus now, it goes back 


to the Strategic Health Authority but in fu¬ 
ture we could keep it.” 

The trust would also be more accountable 
to local communities, with four councillors 
and a nominated person from Kingston on 
a 21-strong committee with the power to 
hire and fire the chief executive and chair¬ 
man. 

The consultation period ends on October 
10 . 

The trust will hold its annual public 
meeting on Thursday, September 25, at 
5.30pm at Springfield University Hospital, 
61 Glenburnie Road, London.

Driving phone ban is 
not enforced enough 


Drivers are still flouting the rules 
on making mobile phone calls on 
the roads of Kingston, putting 
their lives and the lives of others 
at risk. 

Last year, Kingston police 
caught 1,544 people chatting on 
their phones, or sending texts be¬ 
hind the wheel and only four of 
the other 32 London boroughs 
had a worse record. 

The figures were released by 
London Mayor Boris Johnson, 
who was photographed making 
calls on a bike and in a car on 
separate occasions last year, after 
a question from Green Party as¬ 
sembly member Jenny Jones. 

She said: “Driving while using

a mobile phone can be more dan¬ 
gerous than drink-driving and is 
completely reckless behaviour. 

“It is shocking that in the past 
two years some boroughs have 
hardly made any improvement in 
enforcing the mobile phone ban. 

“Some boroughs are clearly tak¬ 
ing this issue more seriously 
than others but the police must 
enforce this consistently across 
the capital.” 

Either more people are sticking 
to the rules, or police are crack¬ 
ing down on the offence, as the 
numbers are down from 1,717 in 


2006/07, including those using a 
mobile phone while supervising 
a learner driver. 

According to the Royal Society 
for Prevention of Accidents, peo¬ 
ple using mobile phones while 
driving are four times more like¬ 
ly to crash, injuring or killing 
themselves or other people. 

The worst offenders in London 
were found in Westminster, 
where more than 5,000 people 
have broken the law. 

By contrast, Redbridge in 
north-east London only caught 
150 drivers on their phones.

Richard White, a 16-year-old from 
Surbiton, is a keen archer who has 
trained under his coach and great- 
uncle, Ted Bradford, at Chessing- 
ton Bowmen from the age of 10. 

Last year he won the National 
Outdoor Competition for his age 
group, Southern Regional Champi¬ 
onships and the County Junior 
Championships, filling his cabinet 
at home with trophies and medals. 


At his club championship he 
beat all the men, but now he is 
aiming for Olympic success. 

“I just feel in control when it 
goes well. You do feel bad when 
you don’t do so well,” said Richard, 
who has travelled up and down the 
county with his sport. 

Shooting with a 68in re-curved 
bow, worth about £1,000, he used 
most of the summer to practise, 


training four or five days a week. 

As the Olympics near, he will 
need to begin endurance exercises 
but must keep his arm muscles 
down so they don’t affect his shoot¬ 
ing. 

If he qualifies, he will be compet¬ 
ing in re-curve Olympic archery at 
70 metres, but will need sponsor¬ 
ship to fund a new bow and extra 
training.

Fiona Schlesinger, 17, has 
been rowing since the age of 
13 at the Lady Eleanor Holies 
School (LEH) in Hampton. 

She has an impressive 
coaching force behind her in 
Gillian Lindsay - an Olympic 
gold medal rower from Syd¬ 
ney in 2000. 

Fiona said: “Having her 
professionalism behind me 
inspires me to keep pushing 
my boundaries.” 

Gillian put Fiona forward 
for the GB trials two years 
ago where she impressed in 
the pairs and single sculls 
events. 

Also confident as a team 
player, Fiona is a member of 
the LEH first eights squad 
but it has taken hours of 
training to get to this stage. 

She said: “I train seven 
days a week with six two- 


hour sessions on land and 
then a four hour session in 
the water. 

“Reaching London 2012 
would be amazing. Being a 
British sportswoman is such 
an achievement. A huge 
sense of pride is felt when 
you wear any piece of GB 
kit.” 

She has also benefited from 
Sports Aid funding and is 
part of the Asda sporting 
chance programme. 

Fiona has already compet¬ 
ed at the junior world 
championships in Beijing 
in 2007 and represented 
Great Britain at the Coupe 
de la Jeunesse in Ireland 
this year, so a 
medal in 2012 
is very much 
on the 
cards. 


Jack Binstead, from Chessington, is 
only 12 but is a boy with big dreams of 
crossing an Olympic finish line. 

He is working towards London 2012 
Paralympic qualification, battling diffi¬ 
culties caused by his brittle bone dis¬ 
ease. “I train three times a week and go 
to the gym,” said Jack. “I’m just about 
to start at Chessington Community Col¬ 
lege and they have a gym and really 
good sports facilities so it shouldn’t be 
hard to fit training around school work. 

“To be part of the Olympics is my 
dream. The standard I’m pushing is 
good. If I keep my standard until 2012, 
I’ll compete and do my best. If not, I’ll 
keep training till 2016. 

“I’ve broken 49 bones so far and I 
never know when it’s going to happen 
again. I don’t want to definitely say I’ll 
be at 2012 but to get there would be 
amazing.”

Drug support charity celebrates 40 years of caring 
for individuals. ALITA HOWE reports 


Taking a look through 
a special Kaleidoscope 


From its humble origins in a 1960s 
church hall, catering for the club¬ 
bers of Kingston with nowhere to 
go after a night out, Kaleidoscope 
has become an internationally re¬ 
spected charity providing support 
for some of society’s most vulner¬ 
able and marginalised people. 

Kaleidoscope was started by the 
Reverend Eric Blakebrough in 
1968, as part of the John Bunyan 
Baptist Church. Through many 
years of love and care by dedicat¬ 
ed staff and volunteers, it has de¬ 
veloped into a state-of-the-art 
facility in the heart of Kingston, 
encompassing drug therapy, hos¬ 
tel facilities and opportunities for 
people to get back into main¬ 
stream society 

Rev Blakebrough was then the 
new young, charismatic minister 
at the church. He persuaded his 
congregation to open up a space 
where groups from hippies to 
Hells Angels could come together 
after the clubs closed. 

He said: “I was the new minister 
back in the 60s and the church had 
an illustrious past in Kingston as 
a community facility but it had be¬ 
come more or less a traffic island 
on the Kingston one-way system. 

“We wanted it to have a purpose 
and we wanted to mobilise the 
church members to serve our own 
local community. Many young peo¬ 
ple in Kingston were looking to¬ 
wards the dawn of a new age. The 
austerity of the 50s had given way 
to the prosperity of the 60s and 
there were plenty of goods in the 
shops and jobs to be had. There 
was an air of optimism.” 

However, Rev Blakebrough re¬ 
members an undercurrent of 
drinking and drug use that 
sparked Kaleidoscope into action. 

“It was partly thanks to the Sur¬ 
rey Comet that Kaleidoscope was 
formed,” he said. “There was a 
front page article about town cen¬ 
tre drinking and drug culture and 
we thought it was sensationalising 
the issue, but it was true and need¬ 
ed addressing. 


“Once we realised there actually 
were young people who were in a 
state of alienation from main¬ 
stream culture, Kaleidoscope was 
born.” 

The ethos of Kaleidoscope is to 
create a sense of community and 
help service users contribute to 
society. Even in its early days, Rev 
Blakebrough said he wanted to 
create a sense of refuge. 

The club burned down in 1975, 
but it was rebuilt and remained a 
place for its members to meet. 
Many were homeless and drug de¬ 
pendent and medical services 
were soon offered as well. 

Beatle George Harrison famous¬ 
ly donated £20,000 to the charity 
and a new chapel, club, treatment 
facilities and a hostel were opened 
in 1977. 

When the 1980s arrived and 
media attention of HIV and Aids 
grew, the centre began a pioneer¬ 
ing approach to give all its inject¬ 
ing drug users sterile needles and 
syringes. The centre recognised 
there was no “quick fix” to drug 
addiction and that detox and 
rehab would not work until people 
were ready to make a commit¬ 
ment. 

Current chief executive of 
Kaleidoscope is Reverend Martin 
Blakebrough, who was five when 
his father set up the charity. He 
said: “It is amazing to reflect on 
these years and see Kaleidoscope 
develop over four decades. 

“One thing that has come to 
characterise Kaleidoscope is that 
we will speak our mind. We have 
embraced a lot of changes the 
Government has brought but con¬ 
tinued to challenge some of those 
changes. We always try to work for 
the best interests of the service 
users.” 

Kaleidoscope has become more 
than just a Kingston phenomena 
and in 1990 successfully started a 
methadone service in Nepal called 
Under the Tree. 

In 1998 it also took over the Al- 
friston day service in Surbiton, 


after a campaign to save it from 
closure. 

The current incarnation of 
Kaleidoscope in Kingston is the K2 
centre in Cromwell Road, which 
was opened in 2004 by Michael 
Buerk. The centre offers educa¬ 
tion sessions, art and music work¬ 
shops and a chance for service 
users to meet and talk in safety. 

At a special reception at the 
House of Lords on September 16, 
40 years of Kaleidoscope was cele¬ 
brated in all its glory. The party 
was enjoyed by a host of former 
staff as well as political admirers 
and partnership workers. 

There were inspirational speech¬ 
es from the Blakebroughs and co¬ 
median Mark Thomas, who filmed 
Kaleidoscope users at the Millen¬ 
nium Dome for a Channel 4 pro¬ 
gramme he was making. 

He said: “I had a friend who had 
been on heroin for 13 years. He 
was completely isolated and just a 
simple thing like finally getting a 
bank account was a major deal for 
him. 

“It is sometimes these basic sim¬ 
ple problems where users have 
been excluded. 

“The brilliant thing about Kalei¬ 
doscope is that it operates on the 
outside, but works to bring people 
into the mainstream. The work 
they do is incredibly valuable.” 

Looking back on the journey, 
Rev Blakebrough said: “From our 
experience over the past 40 years, 
there are three gifts which we can 
bring for the future of the project. 

“The first gift is of compassion 
to truly understand people who 
are on the margins of society. The 
second gift is of innovation to en¬ 
able us to overcome all problems 
and the third gift is that of com¬ 
mitment to people who come to us 
for support. 

“Above all I believe that projects 
in the voluntary sector must be 
communities of faith, hope and 
love - this is the only way you can 
heal people whose souls have been 
crushed.”

□ Alan, 59, Surbiton 

Alan has been a user of Kaleido¬ 
scope since it started in the 1960s. 
He started using drugs when he 
was 13 and was a heroin user for 38 
years. 

He said: “I remember the ‘scope 
when it was a tin shed with bean- 
bags on the floor. I’ve been through 
it all. I’ve slept rough, been to prison 
twice and had a heart attack. 

“I used to be an armed robber and 
smuggle opium and dope from 
Tangiers and Morocco, but Kaleido¬ 
scope has saved me. It is a family. 
They care for more than just the 
drug addict, they care for the individ¬ 
ual. 

“The ‘scope has been an opening 
for people caught in a trap.” 

□ Debbie, 42, Kingston 

Debbie started using heroin six 
years ago after the breakdown of an 
abusive relationship. 

She said: “I was on the verge of 
losing my home and my son. Things

were spiralling out of control and I’d 
started drinking. 

“It’s not just about the methadone 
here - it’s about the support and 
counselling they give you - they 
made phone calls for me and came 
to meetings to help stop my eviction 
and sort out my rent arrears. 

“I’ve completed a computer course 


here and I’m going to start A-level 
maths so I can go to university.” 

□ Bov, 46, Kingston 

Bov has been coming to Kaleido¬ 
scope for 20 years after he first 
started smoking cannabis aged 10. 

“People think drugs are a recre¬ 
ational thing and people on heroin 
are always high and having a whale 
of a time. 

“People need to recognise addic¬ 
tion is an illness and when you wake 
up shaking and being sick, you’ll do 
anything to try to get £10 together to 
get some heroin just to survive and 
feel normal again. 

“People shout and hurl abuse at 
us in Kingston and think that drug 
addicts have invaded the town. Peo¬ 
ple here don’t want to see what’s 
beneath the surface. 

“There used to be a pocket of us 
but now there is a whole pair of 
trousers. There’s nowhere in 
Kingston except Kaleidoscope. It is 
a lifeline.”

The tale of Dr Roberts 
gives cause for concern 


So, Kingston Hospital finds itself in 
the national press following the dis¬ 
graceful treatment meted out by its bu¬ 
reaucrats on the eminent cardiologist, 
Dr Robin Roberts. 

How can we, the public, have faith in 
an organisation that behaves in such a 
shameful way towards a man who is 
dedicated to the care of his patients? 

To dismiss Dr Roberts without any 
evidence of wrong doing, beggars be¬ 
lief. It is to his credit that he took the 
trust to an employment tribunal after 
his unfair dismissal and that it should 
vindicate him totally - stating that he 
had received ‘grotesquely unfair treat¬ 
ment’ by the then HR director Oonagh 
Fitzgerald and Alan Pearse, the cur¬ 
rent acting chief executive. 

No amount of money can compen¬ 


sate Dr Roberts for the nightmare he 
has had to endure. However, the 
amount of money that the trust will 
have to award could and should have 
been spent on patient care. 

The dishonourable way in which 
these managers have behaved is a dis¬ 
grace. 

Why are they able to remain in posi¬ 
tions of authority with such well paid 
salaries? 

Both Ms Fitzgerald and Carole Heat- 
ly (chief executive) have taken up posts 
in other trusts and Mr Pearse is now 
acting chief executive at Kingston Hos¬ 
pital. What does this tell us about ac¬ 
countability? 

Worryingly, the tribunal concluded 
that Dr Roberts “may have been the 
victim of something more reprehensi¬ 


ble than crass incompetence”. Either 
way, we can have little confidence in 
the trust’s board of directors and sure¬ 
ly this throws doubt into the trust re¬ 
ceiving foundation status. 

At a time when Kingston Hospital is 
strapped for cash and staff morale is 
low, this sorry tale gives cause for con¬ 
cern. It would be too much to hope for 
that Mr Pearse should do the hon¬ 
ourable thing and resign. However, I 
would urge Dr Roberts’ patients to 
lobby the trust and set up a petition for 
him to be reinstated at the hospital so 
that he can resume his position and 
continue to deliver the high standard 
of care for which he is known. 
I wish him well.

I read in last week’s Surrey Comet (Bike 
Trials, p5) that Kingston Council has 
been “quietly trialing” allowing motor¬ 
bikes to use some bus lanes in the bor¬ 
ough, and that this is London Mayor 
Boris Johnson’s policy 
This trial has been far from quiet, be¬ 
cause it has resulted in crashes and the 
wail of emergency sirens. 


As far as I know, the council has al¬ 
lowed motorbikes to use the bus lanes in 
Cambridge Road and Kingston Road 
since 2003. 

Earlier this year, a motorcyclist was 
killed after colliding with a car in the 
bus lane, near to the Kingsmeadow 
ground. 

Last month, I wrote to ask Boris John¬ 


son whether he would be reviewing his 
policy, because I feel Kingston Road is 
now less safe. I have received a reply 
telling me that the number of motorcy¬ 
clists seriously injured increased eight¬ 
fold between New Malden and London 
Road since the council changed its policy 
- not even counting the death this year. 

The Mayor and Kingston Council real¬ 


ly must put an end to this on-going 
calamity and not smugly assume that 
motorbikes in bus lanes are safe. 

One death is too many Don’t let there 
be another.

In a showbiz age of inflated 
egos, brash personalities and 
media-obsessed celebs, 
veteran British actress 
Stephanie Cole is a breath of 
fresh air. 

A stalwart of countless 
stage and screen appear¬ 
ances, when asked to decide 
on her favourite medium, her 
rapid reply is as honest as it 
gets. 

“Radio - because you don’t 
have to learn your lines!” she 
says. 

“Plus, more often than not 
you get great scripts. 

“And of course, when you 
are recording, you don’t have 
to move around much!” 

But don’t for one second 
take that to mean Cole is any 
sort of slouch. 

Having tirelessly slogged 
around the circuit for nearly 
50 years, she has rightfully 
taken her place as one of the 
nation’s most venerable 
actresses.

A bittersweet tale of sibling 
squabbling against the back¬ 
drop of a family funeral, the 
66-year-old takes the role of 
Maud. 

And Cole admits the script 
runs the gamut of emotions. 

She explains: “I think it is 
quite difficult to put the 
theme into just one box. 

“As you know with any 
family you can push each 
other’s buttons and start 
things off. 

“I have not heard the level 
of laughs we are getting in 
the play in a long, long time. 

“But, equally, there are 
moments that are very upset¬ 
ting and quite shocking. 

“It is a tremendous 
mixture.” 

The actress, famed 
for her roles in Open 
All Hours, Waiting 
For God, and most 
recently Doc Martin, 
admits she is relish¬ 
ing the role of the 
family head. 

But she is quick to 
refute suggestions 
that the rapid cuts 
between humour and 
tragedy could lead to an over¬ 
egged performance.

Greek’s odyssey 



Vasilis Xenopoulos is on a 
quest. The multi-talented jazz 
musician has made it his mis¬ 
sion to bring his brand of 
music to the younger masses. 

And, with the effort it has 
taken the saxophonist to get to 
his current position, don’t bet 
against him having the kids 
eating out of his hand. 

He says: “My goal is to make 
my music more approachable 
to younger audiences. 

“I have played alot of gigs 
over the years but it has mostly 
been to older crowds. They are 
more aware of the history and 
respectful of the genre. 

“But if you can get kids 
interested, when they do not 
have the same depth of under¬ 
standing, that would be a total 
dream.”

“I started on the piano and 
clarinet when I was eight but I 
really started taking things 
seriously when I began playing 
the saxophone at 13. 

“By the age of 161 was 
turning professional and pret¬ 
ty soon I was playing all 
around Athens and appearing 
on national television.”

But if you think it was all 
sweetness and light for Vasilis 
think again. 

He reveals: “It was hard for 
me because everybody I was 
with in the bands were in their 
30s so I had no one to talk to. 

“Plus I was the first profes¬ 
sional musician in the family 
and it took them a long time to 
get used to the idea.” 

After studies at Berklee Col¬ 
lege of Music in Boston, USA, 
Xenopoulos returned to Greece 
before moving to London and 
has been residing in Ealing 
ever since. And with his own 
group, as well as helping out 
with the Eddie Harvey Sextet, 
he has plenty on his plate. 

Xenopoulos adds: “It is great 
working with Eddie as he was 
taught one of my friends and 
I’ve known him a long time.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : TOYOTA AURIS D-4D RANGE 


Toyota goes for gold 

Toyota openly admits it has underachieved 
in the money-spinning family hatch market in the 
UK. It's banking on the latest Auris diesels to start 
rectifying matters. Dave King gets behind the wheel. 



It’s impossible to consider 
these Toyota Auris diesel mod¬ 
els without at least a brief 
mention of the Corolla. The 
world’s best selling car, it never 
really achieved much affection 
in this country, being generally 
seen as a functional but unex¬ 
citing ‘white good’ of a car. The 
Auris aims to change that and 
project a more dynamic image 
for Toyota family hatches. 

So why are we looking at 
diesels? The simple reason is 
because this is where the big 
sales will come and also be¬ 
cause Toyota has boldly 
plumbed a 180bhp oil-burner 
into the snub nose of the Auris, 
making it a real closet rocket. 

Three diesel engines are of¬ 
fered, the entry level power- 
plant being the 1.4-litre D-4D 
90, which produces 89bhp and 
190Nm of torque. 

A more popular option looks 
set to be the car I covered most 
miles in, the 2.0-litre D-4D 130. 
This packs 124bhp and a maxi¬ 
mum torque figure of 300Nm, 
translating into a sprint to 
60mph of 10 seconds flat and a 
top speed of 121mph. The tech¬ 
nical highlight of the range is 
the SR180 version which is 


good for 175bhp and a whop¬ 
ping 400Nm of torque, making 
it as muscular in the mid-range 
as a Porsche 911 Carrera S. It’ll 
get off the line to the 60mph 
benchmark in 7.9 seconds but 
it’s when the turbocharger gets 
spooled up that this engine 
does its best work, jetting from 
50 to 75mph in 8.4 seconds. 

The longer overhangs offer 
significantly better luggage ca¬ 
pacity (354 litres) than the old 
Corolla and despite the wheel¬ 
base being the same, some 
clever packaging sees rear 
legroom increase. Compared to 
the Corolla, the Auris is 40mm 
longer and 50mm wider. One 
particularly neat design detail 
is the low door profiles which 
help to reduce the visual effect 
of tallness. As you’d expect 
from Toyota, standard equip¬ 
ment levels are excellent. The 
TR looks an especially good 
buy, the £15,095 Auris D4-D 130 
TR three-door gets 16-inch 
alloy wheels, dual-zone climate 
control and extra chrome de¬ 
tailing at the back of the car. 
Toyota also offers three option 
packs for the Auris, Style, Pro¬ 
tection and Tech. 

It also has a fistful of aces 


when it comes to running costs. Both 
the 90 and 130 D4-D models are not only 
good value from new but also turn in 
sparkling running cost figures. 

If you’re going to buy a car with your 
head rather than heart, these models 
are right in the mix.
